The opinion of the City Attorney in regard to the 'j-'reaeurer of the Board of

Trustees of the Austin Public Schools was read and ordered filed.

Councilman Haynes introduced the following resolution:

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

I, That Sub-section "c" of Section II of the certain resolution adopted by the

City Council on February 26, 1918, instructing the Tax Assessor and Collector of

the City of Austin to deposit and distribute with the City treasurer of said City

all municipal collections of taxes and other incomes, gaid Sub-section "C" reading

as follows: "45 per centum of ad valorem t^es, or ouch other past or future rates

of municipal taxes as have been or shall hereafter be levied in the interest of

the Austin Public *Vee Schools shall be deposited or credited to the account of

the Public Free Schools of this City und such other funds as shall properly belong
